Ralph Wilson's P'an for 
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Why Reform Movements Fail. 


One of the chief drawbacks to the camp-meeting brand of re- 


form is that it is emotional and frenzied. Another is the proneness 
of those who fall under its spell to b<-lieve evil and speak evil of all 
who -do not confess 
wickedness and. express penitence on the 


mourners' bench. 
It incite? comp.-irisons that are odious. 
The 


censorious intolerance of the new convert provokes resentment and 
raises doubts of sincerity. 


Reform is a good thing, and the-e is always room for it. There 


are always evils to be'abated and -.vroags to be righted, and the 
world is made brighter and better by every sincere effort to im- 
prove conditions, whether they be sncial, political or religious. But 
mere profession of superior virtue ar.d piety never yet worked peni- 
tence in others or stimulated the bitter impulses of humanity. No 
howling- dervish was ever k lown to successfully lead a movement 
to purify morals and elevate mankind, but the howling dervish does 
make his religion ridiculous and hi nself an object of derision and 
contempt. 
Xor docs an expressed belief that the world is steeped 


in sin encourage hope for better things; it rather tends to convince 
the weak and credulous tha: societ" is so universally rotten that it 
is not worth while to be dc:ent and upright—that the virtuous are 
so few they do not count. 
, 


It is the same in politics that it is in relig'ion 2nd morals. The 


moral effect of putting on sackclo h and ashes and declaring that 
all the activities of governnent arc corrupt is wholly bad. It cre- 
ates false impressions.

man can be brought to a d a movement however good and well- 
intentior.ed by falsely accusing hi:n or his friends and calling him a 
villain. Men are not mad<' patriot by calling them traitors. Right- 
eous intent is no exct:se for jyir.t- and bearing false witness. Mere 
suspicion and conjecture do not 
ustify accusations of malfeasance 


and dishonesty, \ et we see every day men claiming to be inspired 
with righteous zeal recklessly ,ind virulently hurling infamous 
charges at their neighbors—charges which they have no facts to 
sustain and which, in fac", they -nake no effort to sustain. 


On the other hand -v\c see men doing the very thing they de- 


claim against as reprehensible, End charge others with doing, ex- 
cusing themselves on the grounc'. that is necessary to employ evil 
methods to achieve good ends, tl-at good motives justify bad deeds. 


This confused moral sense i^ responsible for the failure of so 


many excellent purposes, the futility of so many movements having 
a basis of good intcntio i. 
Sober judgment recoils from reforms 


prosecuted by mob methods and in a prescriptive sp'rit. The dis- 
tinction between right a-id wrong •$ not a new discovery. In no 
walk or calling of life can a lire- be drawn that will separate the 
wholly good from the wholly b; d. Xo such divisions exist or can 
exist. Public virtue cannot be increased by tinkering with the me- 
chanics of politics any mare than it be promoted by lying and bear- 
ing false witness. A fair purpo- e cannot grace foul means. 


Real reforms are effected b;- dealing with evi'.s after they have 


been diagnosed and clearly def ned. Because an evil exists is no 
proof that proposed cures are -jot quack remedies. 
Charlatanism 


infests every branch of human society and for every true prophet i 
there are a hundred false; ones. Moreover, the sincere enthusiast is 
often the most unsafe guide ir the practical affairs of life. 
As a 


rule men's intentions are good, but they sec things from different 
standpoints and have different standards of valuation, both as to 


and methods. 
Some ev Is are as old as human society; and 


'icy still harass and distress, ; '.though reformers for thousands of 


years have prc^ribed c-ires for them. We find local and iranMtory 
conditions charged wit a responsibility for an evil that is world- 
wide and older than history. 
, Xeverthcless there are men who propose methods of abatement 
which have been tried counties- times. These reformers abuse oth 
ers for pointing out the futility of the proposed remedies, and chargi 
sympathy with immora ity to t'-.ose who discern in certain so-called 
moral movements a1.! the sense !oss cruelty and futility that marked 
the children's crusade for the recovery of Jerusalem, in tho Dark 
Ages.
